Holidays 
today and Monday at Liverpool 
left the market without guidance 
from that source and also tended 
to restrict export inquiry. 

Mrs. E. H. Miller released the 
first of the August private crop 
reports. Her figures of 910,000,000 
bushels for all wheat compared 
with the last government forecast 
of 967,000,000 and indicated a re- 
duction during July from her own 
July 1 estimate because of disap- 
pointing threshing returns princi- 
pally in Kansas and Nebraska.

With the aid from the 
government, their cash receipts 
this year will not be greatly down 
from 1937, but their normal dispo- 
sition to spend, according to the 
agricultural implement people, is 
held in check by uncertainties not 
only of prices for the present crop 
under the weight of a surplus 
yield, but of the adjustments in 
acreage in 1939. 

The foreign trade figures for the 
first half of this year, published 
this week are illuminating with 
respect to grain movement in and 
out of the country. Agricultural 
exports were valued at over $93,- 
000,000 in excess of the same pe- 
riod in 1937, including a corn 
movement that may reach ~ 150,- 
000,000 bushels by September, 
while imports under the same 
classification decreased nearly 
$425,000,000, as the necessity for 
bringing in drouth-affected food 
products imposed on the country 
last year, did not recur.

In Goods Under New Agreement 


!|'New Accord Will Give Moscow Advantages Acruing 


From Washington’s Reciprocal Trade Con- 
cessions; Reds Buy Tools Here. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—(/)— 
The United States is about to con- 
clude a commercial agreement 
with the Soviet Union by which 
the Soviets will promise to pur- 
chase at least $40,000,000 worth of 
American products in one year. 

The agreement will replace an 
existing one expiring August 5. 
Negotiations have been under way 
for several weeks, being conducted 
at Moscow under the direction of 
the American charge d’affaires, 
Alexander Kirk. 

By virtue of the agreement’s 
statement of the Soviet’s intention 
to purchase American products, 
the U. S. S. R. will receive most- 
favored-nation treatment from the 
United States, which means it will 
be entitled to the tariff and other 
concessions made by this govern- 
ment in reciprocal trade agree- 
ments signed with 17 nations and 
soon to be signed with more.

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“AM I MY BROTHER’S KEEPER?” 
Mayor Hartsfield has laid before the special 
citizens’ advisory committee the cold, unadorned 
facts in regard to the relief situation in At- 
lanta. He has warned that a new crisis is due 
to develop next year, unless steps are taken in 
advance to provide against it. He refrained 
from Situation as it exists 
today. Regardless of what may happen in 
1939, anyone who has come in contact with 
the relief meeds and the relief resources of 
today, knows the responsibility is being only 
partially met. The amount of money today 
divided among the needy is far short of pro- 
viding for them in properly humane manner.

For relief purposes Atlanta is now levying 
an additional one mill tax.

There are, in Atlanta, thousands of persons 
listed as “unemployables.” These are those 
who, for one reason or another, are unable to 
work, even if work were available, to support 
themselves. Included in the list are the crip- 
pled, the sick, the aged and the children. They 
are those without anything, those who have 
reached the ultimate in poverty and who are 
helpless to remedy their condition themselves. 

It is no use looking to such federa! agencies 
as the WPA for the answer to the problem of 
the unemployables. The WPA provides work 
for those able to work, in so far as its resources 
permit. It is intended to take care of workers 
who have been unable to secure private em- 
ployment. The unemployables are outside the 
scope of the WPA. 

They, therefore, revert to local authorities, 
as a responsibility. 

They are those wayfarers upon the road of 
life who have fallen among the thieves of mis- 
fortune, illness and poverty. The question be- 
fore the city, the advisory committee and all 
other citizens, the old and simple issue, 
whethery-Atlanta shall enact the Good Samar- 
itan or, like the Levite, pass by upon the other 
side. 

Atlanta probably has a heavier load of un- 
employables, in proportion to population, than 
many other cities. As the metropolitan center 
for a large area this city naturally draws to 
itself many from the rural areas and smaller 
places. “They come, hoping that in the city 
they will find opportunity denied them else- 
where. Or, if .opportunity for self-help does 
not arise, that the facilities and resources of 
the big city will provide their needs, somehow. 

It is useless to speculate as to the origin of 
these human problems. It would be the coldest 
form of inhumanity, in many cases, to insist 
upon their return from whence they came. 
Their own localities are unable to care for them. 

It is. in final analysis, Atlanta's responsi- 
bility and Atlanta's challenge. 

There are many things needed in the city. 
Civic activities and civic services need improve- 
ment. There are projects that must be initi- 
ated and completed if Atianta is to hold her 
place as the great center of the southeast. 
These are important. 

But. in final analysis, these other things are 
but material matters, regardless of how essen- 
tial they ‘may seem. The care of the helpless 
is of the city’s soul. Atlanta cannot afford, for 
the sake of her own most fundamental! welfare, 
to let helpless men, women and children go 
hungry and shelterless among us. 

The way to meet the problem will be shown, 
either through the citizens’ advisory committee 
or some other channel. He Who said, two thou- 
sand years ago, “ ... Thou shalt love... thy 
neighbor as thyself ... this do, and thou shalt 
live,” pointed the only way. 

If Atlanta would live, in truest sense, Atlanta

WHY DON’T SOUTHERN PEOPLE VOTE? 


For some reason, largely attributable, in all 
probability, to the one-party system of politics, 
southern people, when compared with people of 
other sections, do not go to the polls on elec- 
tion day to exercise their right of franchise. It 
cannot well be maintained there is a lack of 
interest in politics, for it is doubtful if there 
is more general excitement at the hustings any- 
where than in the south. But the people, in 
large numbers, simply won’t vote. 

Some observers trace this absence from the 
polls to the imposition of the poll tax as a 
requisite to voting. Eight southern states— 
Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia—re- 
quire payments ranging from $1 to $2 annu- 
ally. To vote in Virginia, receipts for the three 
preceding years are required; in Alabama, the 
voter may be forced to produce receipts for 
every year since attaining majority, while in 
Arkansas, the tax is doubled if not paid when 
due. All these requirements tend, of course, 
to make registering and voting more difficult. 


- Compare these eight southern poll tax- 
paying states with non-poll tax-paying states of 
approximately the same population. In the 
1936 elections, the former, with a population of 
22,000,000, polled 2,675,000 votes—approximately 
12 per cent; the latter, with the same popu- 
lation, polled 9,840,000 votes — approximately 
441-2 per cent. In the same election, as a sin- 
gle instance of comparison, South Carolina 
polled 115,000 votes against West Virginia’s 
829,000, both states having approximately the 
same total population. 


In the present Georgia primaries, it is esti- 
mated only 295,000 are eligible to vote out of 
a possible voting population approximating 
1,750,000. This will mean 250,000 votes at the 
maximum, or about 14 per cent. In New Jersey, 
in the 1936 elections, 64 per cent of the popu- 
lation voted; in Illinois, 48 per cent; in Iowa, 
48 per cent, and in 20 other states outside the 
south, over 40 per cent of the total population 
cast ballots. 

In all probability, assessment of the poll tax 
keeps many potential voters from registering. 
In Florida, where imposition of the tax has 
lately been waived, the vote was considerably 
increased in a recent primary. Regardless of 
the cause, however, it cannot be denied that 
southern people, the people of Georgia, express 
their feelings more emphatically in the matter 
of politics in public and private debate than at 
the ballot box on election day. Uncounted thou- 
sands, who are well able to pay the poll tax, 
are content to “let George do it,” then spend 
the next two years abusing the administration, 
which they helped into office by absenting 
themselves from the polls.

JAPANESE NORTH CHINA DEVELOPMENT 


As an indication Japan does not contem- 
plate quietly retiring from her newly acquired 
North China territory, the cabinet’s planning 
board has announced a “five-year plan” for in- 
dustrial development. The plan calls for an 
investment of 1,423,000,000 yen and will be ex- 
ecuted under the supervision of a Japanese pri- 
vate development company. 

Railways, motor roads and new ports are to 
be built. Iron ore production will be increased 
to 3,000,000 tons during five years. This means 
800,000 tons of pig iron and 400,000 tons of steel. 
Over half of the production will be sent to 
Japan. The estimated cost of these develop- 
ments will be 588,000,000 yen. 

Coal production will be increased to 30,000,- 
000 tons per year. Eight million tons are now 
mined. One-third of the coal will go to Japan. 
The coal expansion plan calls for the expendi- 
ture of 131,000,000 yen. But the heaviest in- 
vestment will go into the production of liquefied 
coal—466,000,000 yen. Equipment to manufac- 
ture this type of fuel is to be gradually installed 
by the end of the five-year period. One hun- 
dred and forty-four million yen are to be spent 
for more electric power. Production is to be 
increased from 160,000,000 kilowatts to 400,000,- 
000 kilowatts. Modern steam plants will be 
built for this purpose, although some hydro- 
electric projects are to be developed on the 
Yungting river. 

The development seems to. be intensely prac- 
tical. Common salt production will be increased 
from 1,100,000 to 2,500,000 tons per annum, The 
output of caustic soda will be stepped up from 
5 to 20 tons per day and soda ash production is 
to be doubled. These projects will account for 
60,000,000 yen, while another 34,000,000 yen will 
be spent in perfecting telephone, telegraph and 
radio facilities. 

No fault, it would seem, can be found with 
the plan to peacefully develop the conquered 
territory. Japan’s greatest problem, however, 
will be to finance the projected developments. 
While her financial position is not yet critical, 
it is steadily approaching that stage. Unless 
hostilities in China are soon brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, the nation’s resources will 
have been so strained as to jeopardize the value 
of the territory already claimed to be under 
control. There will be no capital left for peace- 
time development. 

Japan’s stock of free gold is virtually ex- 
hausted. There is some gold hoarded, however, 
which the government is gradually forcing out 
by paying higher prices—in less valuable paper 
money. But a successful execution of the five- 
year plan depends, more than anything else, 
upon a reasonably prompt ending of heavy war 
expenditures.

The way to discover the amount 
of taxes paid by the average in- 
dividual in any nation is to take 
the total tax bill—federal, state, | 
local and all—and divide by the 
population. If you do this for the 
United States and for Britain 
you'll find every man, woman and 
child in the United States—aver- 
aging it—pays $133 a year for 
government, while in Britain the 
average cost per individual is 
$123. Those are the figures for 
1936. That is including ad va- 
lorem, income and all the multi- 
tudinous indirect taxes we all pay.

By mutual agreement they | 
turned their warships into com- 
mercial vessels—turned “swords. 
into plough shares.” A hundred | 
and twenty-five years ago 
pioneers, 3,000 miles away from. 
the suspicions and enmities of tra-_ 
ditional European diplomacy, saw | 
that rivalry in arms was a policy | 
of economic suicide. They 


the frontiers of neighbors, with. 
their guns pointed at each other’s | 
peace and prosperity, was a per- 
manent international provocation 
to a fight. And it is still true that. 
when you posit the possibility of 
a war, it is a constant invitation 
to discord. 

This daring experiment of a 
century and a quarter, has proven 
to be a practical program for per- 
manent peace. During all of these 
years which have passed, two sen- 
sitive, ambitious peoples have 
dwelt in peace with only a sur- 
veyor’s line 4,000 miles long sepa- 
rating them. During that period 
innumerable vexatious and irritat- 
ing questions have arisen between 
them — questions of boundaries, 
fishing rights, navigation laws, 
mining privileges and_ tariffs, 
Demagogues, jingoes and con- 
scienceless politicians have repeat- 
edly challenged and strained the 
peaceful relations of these govern- 
ments. But today every ancient 
controversy has been settled, ev- 
ery chronic cause of irritation 
cured and not a gun fired. 

Democracy and Peace. 

We can not, we must not, over- 
look the truth that this splendid 
record of peace has been written 
by two democracies. More and) 
more during this period, the in- 
terests and ambitions of the peo- 
ples of these two nations, were 
finding expression through their 
governments, It is not contended 
for a moment that universal de- 
mocracy will necessarily bring 
universal peace, but it may be af-.| 
firmed that democracy must be 
dominant among the nations be- 
fore there can be universal peace. | 
There can be no righteous pernia- | 
nent peace among nations, until 
they who must stagger beneath 
the frightful burden of arma- 
ments, and who must suffer and 
die have the decision of war or 
peace. For it must be remembered 
that it may be to the interest of a 
few people to wage a war of ag- 
gression, but never to the inter- 
est of the masses of the peopte. 
Grant them freedom of church ard 
school, press and ballot—in a word 
freedom of the spirit—and the 
time will cOme when “war shall 
be no more.” Let us not dodge the 
truth that it is not democracy, but 
the dictator which disturbs and 
threatens the peace of the world. 

The coming of the kingdom of 
Heaven on earth, means the com- 
ing of the day when the peoples 
of the earth shall will to do His 
will. But so long as the wills of 
the people are not free, the king- 
dom of Heaven can not come on 
the earth. Freedom does not nec- 
essarily mean that men will choose 
God's will, but so long as tyrani.y 
‘nm any form imprisons the minds 
and paralyzes the wills of me, 
there is no chance for them to 
choose God's will.

S. S. PROVIDENCE—Leaving 
Paris with its elaborate decora- 
‘ons and many British flags fly- 
ing, we wished that England’s 
King and Queen might have come 
while we were there.

Accidents Not Only Highway Peril; 
Microbes, Too, Menace Motorists 


Take Precautions in Selecting Eating and Sleeping Places 
When on the Road, Dr. T. F. Abercrombie 
Warns Travelers. 


Declaring that typhoid fever, | 
amebic and bacillary dysentery, | 
malaria fever, syphilis and tuber-| 
culosis are among the most serious 
of the infectious diseases which 
may be encountered by the motor- 
ist during a trip along the high- 
way, Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, di- 
rector of the State Department of 
Health, yesterday warned travel- 
ers to take precautions in the se-| 
lection of eating and sleeping 
places. | 

“Every driver of an automobile 
on the highway knows of the. 
dangers of death and injury due to| 
mechanical accidents on the high-| 
way itself, but few realize the) 
dangers to health existing beside 
the highway,” the health director | 
declared. - 

Since the common mode of the 
entrance of these diséases into the 
body are through the mouth, in 
the acts of eating and drinking, the 
health director warned about milk 
and drinking water along the 
highway. 

Beware of Milk. 

Milk should never be consumed 
on the highway unless it is canned 
milk or has been pastuerized, 
many infants and adults being 
made ill by drinking unpasteurized 
milk, he said. Canned milk was 
said to be safe, if diluted with 
boiled water. 

He urged motorists .against 
drinking water from open, shallow 
wells, or from springs into which 
surface water drains and into 
which persons dip utensils, which 
have come in contact with their 
hands, since many persons are 
disease carriers. Disease carriers 


apparently well, still harbor dis- 
ease germs in their bodies. | 
persons can contaminate the food 
and drink by carelessness and une 
cleanliness, he explained. 

He also advised against drinking 
water from branches and creeks, 
no matter how clear and cool they 
may look, since sewage is dis- 
charged from many municipalities 
and communities into the surface 
streams. 

A safe plan, he said, is to pat- 
ronize those towns and communi- 
ties whose water supplies are un- 
der the supervision of the state 
health department, there being 
over 300 such cities and towns in 
Georgia, whose water supplies are 
subject to regular bacteriological 
examinations in the laboratory of 
the state health department. 

Typhoid fever, dysentery, both 
amebic and bacillary, and tubercu- 
losis, are transmitted by food and 
drink contaminated by excretions 
from the bodies of disease carriers 
or cases. 

A Prevention. 

Typhoid fever is the only one of 
the most common diseases incur- 
red on the highway, the health di- 
rector said, for which there is pre- 
ventive vaccine. He explained that 
the immunization produced by ty- 
phoid vaccine lasts three years and 
gets weaker the third year. For 
this reason he advised taking one 
puncture of vaccine each year, this 
vaccine producing an immunity 
which will protect against a mod- 
erate number of typhoid germs be- 
ing taken into the body. If a great 
number of germs are consumed in 
the food or drink, however, ty- 
phoid may occur, even if a person

Parliamentary Law 


Pointers Are Given. 

The secretary is the record- 
ing officer of a club and the 
importance of her duties is 
only second to that of the pres- 
ident. The president is the 
head and the secretary the 
right hand of an organization 
and these two officers should 
endeavor to work in an entirely 
harmonious manner to serve 
its best interests. 

An ideal secretary one 
with a willingness to work 
hard without any special recog- 
nition, an infinite capacity for 
detail, and a keen desire for 
the welfare of the club. She 
should have a definite idea of 
these duties: First, the writing 
of the minutes, which is ampli- 
fied later. 

She should keep a roll of the 
members and call it when re- 
quired; notify officers, com- 
mittees and delegates of their 
appointments; when there is 
only one secretary she should 
send out notices of all called 
meetings and conduct the cor- 
respondence of the club. 

She should, previous to each 
meeting, make out an order of 
business showing exactly what 
must come before the meeting. 
She should keep one book in 
which the constitution and by- 
laws, rules of order and stand- 
ing rules should be written 
with blank page for amend- 
ments and any other duty 
which the by-laws may impose 
upon her. 

Minutes should be a concise, 
precise, definite, clear, and cor- 
rect account of the proceedings 
of the meeting. Belonging as 
they do to the club and not to 
the individual officer they are 
subject to correction. Essen- 
tials of the record are as fol- 
lows: The kind of meeting 
(regular or special). Name of 
the organization. Date of meet- 
ing, place and hour at which 
it was called to order. Whether 
the minutes of the previous 
meeting were approved. All 
the main motions excepting 
such as were withdrawn, points 
of order and appeals, if any, 
and all other motions that were 
not lost or withdrawn. Some- 
thing about adjournment. 

The name of the person who 
introduced a main motion is 
generally recorded but not the 
namie of the seconder. The fact 
that the motion was seconded 
need not be recorded since a 
motion not seconded should not 
be recorded. When an election 
is held its results are carefully 
recorded. Reports of commit- 
tees are recorded in the man- 
ner most suited to the club’s 
| needs. It is a very good prac- 

tice to file these reports in a 
large envelope pasted in the 
back of the book where they |

Student Loan F und Important Phase 
Of Work With Georgia D. A. R.

There is no more interesting, | 
nor important phase of D. A. R. | 
work than the student loan funds, | 
and Georgia was the pioneer in 
this field of work in the national | 
society. The first state student 


of Mrs. Howard McCall, then | 
state regent, endorsed by the state 
executive board November, 1916, 
and passed by the conference 
February, 1917. As is the case in 
the beginning of all things, the | 
value of the work was not recog- 
nized, and no one dreamed at this 
time that the Georgia D. A. R. 
loan fund would become the in- 
spiration and the forerunner of 
the student loan committee of the 


national society. 


Mrs. Anthony Wayne Cook, in 


1923, then president general of the 


national society, upon being told 
of this splendid and rapidly grow- 
ing work, caught the vision of 


society, and formed a_ national 
student loan committee. | 

In April, 1938, during the con- | 
gress in Washington, a “student | 
breakfast” was given, prc-| 
sided over by the national chair- | 
Mrs. Forney, now state, 
regent of Pennsylvania. Georgia 
members present were very proud 
when Mrs. Forney told the story 
of the student loan, giving the)! 
credit to Georgia for starting this 
outstanding piece of work, and 
having laid the foundation for un- 
told accomplishments in the fu- 
ture. 

The chairman introduced Mrs. 
Julius Talmadge as the first 
chairman of the student loan fund 
committee of the national society, 
appointed by Mrs. Cook, president 
general in 1923. Mrs. Howard Mc- 
Call, a former state regent of 
Georgia, 1916, who had the vision 
and originated the first state loan 
fund in the D. A. R. society in 
1917, was introduced. Missouri 
organized the second state loan 
fund in 1920. 

The state lagn fund in Geor-' 
gia was the forerunner of thic 
splendid committee, and at the 
present time (1938), the student 
loan funds in all of the states 
amount to more than $144,000. At 
the meeting in Washington, Mrs. 
Forney also announced that the 
prize awarded for the greatest in- 
crease in funds during the year, 
for chapter loan funds of the na- 
tional society, was won by the 
Pulaski chapter, Griffin, Ga., Mrs. | 
Robert G. Hurst, regent. 

It is interesting to note that 
Mrs. J. I. Garrard, of Milledge- 
ville, has recently been appointed 
by Mrs. Henry Robert, president 
general, as the vice chairman of 
the national student loan com- 
mittee for the southeastern divi- 
sion.

Realizing the value of student 
loans, many chapters have estab- 
lished funds necessary for the aid 
of local girls and boys. As the 
future of ‘the country depends 
upon the education and traihing 
of its youth—the organization is 
making its contribution through 
the student loan funds to the citi- 
zenship of Georgia and of the 
Union—inculcating, through edu- 
cation, in the girl and boy of to- 
morrow, the spirit of American 
democracy—the spirit of oppor- 
tunity to meet the problems of 
today. 

An announcement of interest to 
Georgia D. A. R. was made re- 


cently by Mrs. Henry Robert Jr., 
president general, N. S. D. A. R., 
of the appointment of Mrs. Julius 
Y. Talmadge, Athens, as_ vice 
chairman of the national commit- 
tee on Good Citizenship Pilgrims 
Clubs, and of Mrs. .A. T. Cole- 
man, Dublin, vice chairman of 
the new national committee on the 
advancement of American music.

“Dr. Brink? They want you over 
at Willis Crabb’s. And say, Doc, 
‘they called the police just a few min- 
utes ago! I don’t know what’s go- 
ing on, but I thought I'd better tell 
you.” 

Spoken by the night operator of 
- the village of Delavan, -Ill., these 
were the opening words, so far as the 
lay public is concerned, in what has 
become another strange mystery of 
‘Main Street. The operator’s call, 
made at 3 o’clock on the rainy morn- 
ing of March 1, 1938, led to the of- 
ficial pronouncement by Dr. H. W, 
Brink that Betty Collison Crabb, 19- 
year-old bride of the “Crown Prince” 
of Delavan, had died of'a gunshot 
wound. | 

As for the circumstances of her 
death, we cannot tell about that. The 
accounts have varied, and we cannot 
say which is the true account. There 
has been a trial, and there will be 
another—maybe. Maybe the truth 
wiJl come out then—maybe... 

Betty Collison, vivacious and beaue 
tiful daughter of a Champaign, IIl., 
radio executive, met James Warren 
Crabb II while he was a student. at 
the University of Illinois. Jimmy’s 
father, Willis, president of Delavan’s 
only bank, virtually owned the little 
town of 1,000. Betty had already 
been married twice—to the same boy. 

The first marriage, when she was 
16, had been annuled; then she had 
remarried William Boudreau, of 
. Urbana, two years later, only to di- 
vorce him soon afterward. She be- 
came the bride of the Crabb heir on 
January 22, 1938. Jimmy, a hulking 
youth of 22, whom the townspeople 
considered reckless and spoiled, was 
now marking time as a bockkeeper in 
his dad’s bank. 

After the wedding.in Champaign, 
Jimmy took his bride to the com- 
turtahie walnut-paneled home where 
his father lived with his second wife, 
the former Catherine Steinmetz. This 
piquant brunette of 28, a former 
beauty parlor operator, had succeed- 
ed Elizabeth Monroe Crabb after a 
divorce. 

Five weeks later Mrs. S. Reau 
Kemp, a cousin of Jimmy, gave a 


party at her home in honor of the. 


newlyweds. It was a pleasant affair, 
with drinks. Jimmy and Betty, all 
agreed later, behaved most affection- 
ately toward each other, and when 
they left at 1:30 a. m. both seemed 
in fine fettle. A friend trailed them 
half a. mile to the Crabb residence. 
When he shouted good night, Betty 
waved gayly. 

Once inside the house, the young 
people carried on rather noisily. 
(That, at least, is one version.) Crabb 
Sr. became furious, considering their 
conduct disgraceful. When he threat- 
ened to summon the police, his son 
is reported to have retorted, “Go 
ahead.”’ 

Mr. Crabb made good his threat. 
He phoned the police at 2:45 and two 
of Delavan’s three officers hastened 
to the house. Whether this threw 
the desired scare into the boisterous 
newlyweds we do not know. At any 
rate, Crabb Sr. opened a window and 
told the constables that they were no 
longer needed. 

Then, while the elderly officers, 
standing at a respectful distance, con- 
versed with Banker Crabb a shot 
tang out within the house. -They 
pushed through a French door and 
rushed upstairs to find Betty Crabb 
dying—alone—in a deserted, disor- 
dered room. 

What had happened? Surely one 
would expect that the distraugnt 
bridegroom, who supposedly was 
with his wife in their bedroom, 
would know just what happened — 
yet his accounts of the tragedy have 
bristled with discrepancies and con- 
flicting statements. He has said: 

1. That Betty committed suicide 
while he was in the adjoining bath- 
room getting her an asperin tablet. 
He continued to say this for 12 days 
after her death. The motive? Jimmy 
couldn't answer that question. His 
father, however, ventured the ex- 
planation that the girl was rather 
impulsive. 

2. That Betty was shot as they 
grappled for the gun which he, in a 
moment of drunken anger, had bran- 
dished against his father. He said 
this on March 12 in the Tazewell 
county jail, in an unsigned confes- 
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sion made after he was arrested on 
a warrant charging murder, 

The first inkling to authorities that 
the girl’s death might not have been 
suicide came with the finding of the 
gun, a 45-caliber Colt revolver, which 
Jimmy had purchased in Roswell, N. 
M., when he was a student at the 
military academy there, 


Dr. Brink had seen no gun. Neither 
had the constables. Yet when Sheriff 
Ralph C. Goar visited the scene at 
4 a.m, he found the weapon, after a 
five-minute search, wedged between 
the headboard and mattress of the 
bed on which Betty Crabb died. 

Now, how had that gun fallen 
there? 

Jiumnmy had not returned to the 
bedroom, he said, .after his first 
glance at his dying wife. He said 
he ran for his stepmother, calling: 
“Catherine, Catherine! Betty’s shot 
herself!” He said he remained there- 
after in his stepmother’s dressing 
room. 

This statement conflicted with the 
expressed observations of E. W. 
Ringo, one of the constables. Ringo 


' said that, some while after the shoot- 


ing, he saw Jimmy slip out of the 
bedroom. The suggestion here was 
that the young man -had gone back 
into the room to place the gun in or 
near the bed. 

There were other peculiar circum- 
stances. For instance, Betty had 
been shot in the right breast, and she 
was right-handed. This did not seem 
plausible. Moreover, there were no 
burns or bruises on her hands, such 
as the heavy, old-fashioned Colt 
would have left—if it had been sui- 
cide. 

Jimmy had also said that, upon ar- 
riving home, he and his bride had 
sontething to eat—yet the autopsy 
revealed no food in her stomach, 

Another development which might, 
or might not, have been regarded as 
significant was the fact that the 
young man refused to undergo a. lie 
detector test. In the middle west, 
and particularly in Illinois, he detec- 
tors are figuring more and more in 
criminal investigations, and are prov- 
ing very useful, psychologically as 
well as mechanically. There have 
been numerous cases of confession 
even before the subject himself knew 
whether the test indicated guilt. 

At the third and final session of 
the inquest on March 12, Jimmy was 
recalled to the stand, as were his 
father and pretty stepmother. Asked 
if he wished to correct his testimony 
—that is, his suicide story—he re- 
plied, “I do not.” 

“Do you know who placed the gun 
inside the mattress,’ Coroner Nelson 
A. Wright Jr., asked. 

The suspect answered firmly, “I 
was in the bathroom. I wouldn't 
know about that.” 

His arrest, confession and subse- 
quent indictment for manslaughter 
and perjury .followed swiftly. His 
trial, known in the county as “The 
People vs. the Best People,” opened 
on May 17 in near-by Pekin. 

The first defense move was to an- 
nounce a repudiation of the confes- 
sion. However, it developed that the 
Crabb attorneys really had a double- 
barreled defense. On the one hand 
they said it was suicide: on the other 
they said that if it wasn’t suicide 
then surely it must have been an 
accident. As one counsel remarked 
sympathetically, “Too bad, but then, 
accidents do happen.” 

Banker Crabb, father of the de- 
fendant, was the first witness called 
by the prosecution. A handsome sil- 
ver-haired man of 46, he testified 
with obvious reluctance and distaste, 
shifting his new straw hat from knee 
to knee while he was on the stand. 

Under the questioning of Special 


’ Prosecutor John E, Cassidy, he stated 


that James and Betty returned from 
the party in a noisy, argumentative 
mood. To quiet James, he called the 
police. And all he knew of the shot, 
he said, was the sound of it as he 
leaned out his bathroom window 
talking to the policemen. 

Crabb said his wife, Catherine, was 
standing at the edge of the bathroom: 
but as for his son——‘I don’t know 
where he was” 

He heard Him, however, apparent- 
lv in the hallway outside the bath- 
room as he yelled———“Catherine, 
Catherine, Betty’s shot herself!” 

Crabb Sr, was followed on the 


stand by L. Glenn Collison, father 
of the dead girl. A slight man, with 
a dark mustache, he told tersely of 
his summons to Delavan at 3:45 that 
morning, and of how, 12 hours later, 
he finally managed to talk to his son- 
in-law. 

“He told me they had been to a 
party,” he testified. “I asked him 
what kind and he said it was just a 
party, a social party. I asked if .they 
had anything to drink. Jimmy said 
yes, whisky. 

“I asked him how much. He Said 
he didn’t know. After repeated ques- 
tions, he said+~‘Maybe half a bottle’ 
—but he didn’t know what size the 
bottle was. 

“IT asked repeatedly if they had 
any trouble. He said no, everything 
was harmonious before and after the 
party. He said they went directly 
home, went upstairs and prepared for 
bed.” 

“Then he said: ‘Betty was lying 
on the bed. She asked me for an 
aspirin tablet. I went into the bath- 
room to get one for her. While IF 
was in there, I heard a shot. When 
I got back, I found she had shot 
herself.” 

“T asked him what he did then. He 
said, ‘I ran across the hall to call 
Catherine and father.’ I said ‘What 
did you do then?’ and he said, ‘We 
went into the dressing room.’ 

“I said, ‘But, Jimmy, who went 
back to look after Betty?’ and he 
said, ‘Nobocy.’ ” 

**De you mean to tell me,’ I asked 
him, ‘that you didn’t go back into 
the room where Betty was dying?’ 
He answered. ‘I have never been 
back in it since.’” 

He asked his son-in-law one more 
question, he testified. He said, “But, 
Jimmy, I want the truth! What hap- 
pened’? Girls don’t just go and shoot 
themselves!” 

And Jimmy’s reply, he said, was 


“I just don’t know what happened.” 
The first clue to the defense 
strategy—how they hoped to show 
a motive for suicide—came with Col- 
lison’s cross-examimation by Defense 
Attorney J. M. Powers. Here the 
subject of marijuana, a_ narcotic 
smoked in cigarets, was introduced. 

The witness firmly denied that his 
daughter used it, and all reference 
to it later was stricken from the rec< 
ord. 

The second day of testimony was 
one of bitter contrasts. A Crabb 
cousin, Mrs. Margaret Hoebel, of Ure 
bana, Ill., and her husband, Donald, 
a self-assured, smiling young couple, 
told of Betty’s final party and of the 
newlyweds’ loud behavior. Con« 
stable Ringo followed them to the 
stand to relate how he stood alone in 
Betty’s bedroom doorway as she lay 
dying. 

As soon as the shot sounded, he 
testified, he and Constable Burbridge 
rushed upstairs. The hallway was 
deserted, he said, and they ran te 
the first open door and peered in. 

@. What did you see? A. I seen a 
lady lying on the bed. 

@. Was there any one else in the 
bedroom? A. Not that I seen. 

@. How long did you stay at the 
door then? A. About two minutes. 

@. Was the lady conscious or un- 
conscious? A, I would stay uncon- 
scious. 

@. Was she breathing? <A. Wal, 
gasping. 

@. Did you see the gun? A. No, 

@. No one tried to go in the bed- 
room or approach in the hallway 
while you were there? A. Nope. 

When they realized the “lady” had 
apparently died, he and Burbridge 
turned to go downstairs, he said, to 
switch on the lights. On the way he 
saw Mrs. Catherine Crabb sitting on 
a lounge in a dressing room across

It’s a word that has taken a fearful beating 
of late.

Ah, well, the heck with it; let’s get on. The 
glamor boys of sport, in this day and age, are 
Max Baer, Henry Armstrong, Sammy Snead, Wes

. Rev. James Callaway Midyett has preached 
the gospel for 67 years—a record which probably 
no other living minister can equal. 

Mr. Midyett, who will be 88 years old on Sep- 
tember 8 next, says his greatest aesire is to preach 
until he reaches the century mark. He has lived 
in nine states and preached in 22—a total ef more 
than 12,000 sermons, At one time he was serving 
21 appointments a-month. 

A number of years ago during the first influ- 
enza epidemic when the Rev. Midyett was 
living at Wrightsville, Ga., he was the first in that 
town to have flu. After his recovery he nursed 
the sick, often taking the place of the doctor, nurse, 
and servant about the house. “For five weeks, I 
hardly took my clothes off to lie down to rest,” 
states Mr. Midyett. “I have always wanted to be 
a physician but the Lord wouldn’t let me.” 

Tall, erect and-with a firm, steady step, this 
preacher of the gospel has a clear and distinct 
delivery. He is looking forward to the celebration 
of his sixtieth wedding anniversary next year on 
May 6. There are two grandchildren and two 
daughters, all of whom live with Rev. and Mrs, 
Midyett. 

Last September the octogenarian returned to 
his home state—Missouri—for. a family reunion, 
attended by 111 relatives. Upon the same visit 
Rev. Midyett had the distinct honor of giving the 
opening address at his alma mater, William Jewel 


‘College, 66 years from the day that he entered 


that college, which is located at Liberty, Mo., and 
is the oldest college of higher learning west of the 
Mississippi. 

Once a month he serves Mt. Carmel church in 
Bleckley county as well as Elsharath in Twiggs 
county. At each church he preaches Saturday 
night, Sunday morning and Sunday night. 

The parents of Rev. J. C. Midyett died in his 
early childhood. In his own words: “At one year 
and a half, I was fatherless; at four and a half,

I was motherless; at 12, I was homelgss; at 20, 
I was Godless.” , 

He was taken into the home of his grand- 
parents, and as a boy, learned to perform the many 
tasks common to a western frontier ranch. At the 
age of eight he was driving three pairs of oxen. 
He attended the three-month session of school, and 
when he entered college his education was the 
equivalent of a fifth grade pupil. 

“Il was in the War Between the States, but not 
in the army,” says the preacher. He was Only 15 


at the close of the war. “A company of northern 


soldiers arrived at our house one day at noon. We 
were ordered to arise from the table. In owr places 
the soldiers were seated; my grandmother and sister 
cooked, served and waited on them for three hours. 
Just as soon as one group finished eating, another 
took their places. We were ordered to throw out 
of the crib every ear of corn (which had been kept 
for bread). This was fed to their horses. The 
next day after the soldiers were gone, I helped to 
gather the remnants, even picking up from the 
ground every loose grain that the horses had left. 
The leavings furnished us meal for bread. 

“My father bought a cook stove ir 1848. It was 
as great a wonder to our neighbors as the first 
airplane that ever flew. People came for miles 
around to see the ‘iron-box’ sitting in the middle 
of the kitchen.” 

This “iron-box” found its way to the grand- 
parents home, “I learned my letters from it,” said 


Brother Midyett. He remembers the _ writing: 
Charter Oak—No. 7, Manufactured by Bridge, 
Beach & Co., St. Louis, Mo., Pat’d. 

The preacher :iys when he was a boy, his win- 
ter clothes consisted of two “lincy-woolsey” shirts, 
two pairs of jeans pants and one coat—his grand- 
mother having spun and woven the material—one 
pair of brogans and a homemade cap. 

In the summer he had a couple of suits of blue 
drilling pants and blue hickory shirts and a hat 
made from oat straw. He plaited the straw into 
braids and his grandmother sewed it together, 
forming the hat. 

Brother Midyett was converted in his 21st year. 
On the day he was baptized, the ice on the Grand 
river was so thick that it upheld the weight of the 
congregation which witnessed the baptism. He 
started preaching in October of that same year. 

At one time Clinton College, in Kentucky, 
wanted to bestow the degree of doctor of divinity 
upon him. At the same time he was elected presi- 
dent of the institution, but declined both honors, 
saying he never cared to have any ecclesiastical 
title attached to his name. He likes the simple 
expression, “Brother” Midyett. However, in 1909, 
he accepted the presidency of Ohio Valley Baptist 
College at Sturgis, Ky.. where he also served as 
pastor of the Baptist church.

It was then that Mrs. Low, who spent at 
Jeast half of the year in Great Britain, met Sir 
tobert Baden-Powell, who had just added glory 
to his name by his founding of an epoch-making 
movement known as the Boy. Scouts.

A SOUTHERNER DISCOVERS THE 


SOUTH. By Jonathan Daniels. 
Macmillan Co., New York. 346 
pp. $3. 


A thorough, up-to-date, and in- 
tensely absorbing survey of the 
south. Mr. Daniels is editor of the 
Raleigh News and Observer, son of 
Josephus Daniels; also, and even 
more to the point, a great reporter. 

As a reporter, Mr. Daniels gains 
his facts from personal observation. 
His itinerary covers a region that 
stretches all the way from Charleston 
to the Rio Grande, and all the way 
from Magnolia Avenue to Tobacco 
Road. This is the south. In the au- 
thor’s words, it is “as diverse as the 
cheeks of colored girls, all] the way 
from chalk to chocolate.” To find a 
common denominator for all this di- 
versity may be impossible. It does 
not appear to me that the author has 
tried to do that—it is not the func- 
tion of a reporter, Paraphrasing the 
late Julius, “He came, he saw, he re- 
ported.” He is chary at recording 
conclusions. Probably justly so. There 
are so many facts, so many hearsays. 
And they conflict. Whosoever is to 
choose between them must know the 
whole south. And nobody ever has. 

So then the reader must create his 
own south. And he is furnished 
plenty of material to do it with. The 
TVA is one aspect, from which a 
modern, streamlined south may in 
time emerge from as yet modest be- 
ginnings. The Delta and Pine Land 
Company is another. The erosional 
gorges of Stewart county, Georgia, 
are a third, and a very different one. 
The worst agricultural land in Amer- 
ica. Maybe. But the “dimple of the 
universe,” near Nashville, is the best. 
Both are in the south. Low standard 
of living? Ss, in spots. No, in 
others. Lack of industries? Oh, no, 
not any more. What about regional 
planning? The reader will find all 
the plans, and they are a curious 
assortment. 

“Perhaps,” says the author, in his 
foreword, “the south will remain 
fragmentary. ”" Yes. Perhaps it is 
fragmentary, and by right ought to 
be. It is large enough to remain so 
without undue friction. But it will 
no longer, to readers of this emi- 
nently satisfactory survey of the 
south, remain unknown.

Has Tremendous Power, 

THE FISHMANS. By H. W. Katz. 
The Viking Press, New York, 239 
pp. $2.50. 


A first novel, “The Fishmans” has 
won the coveted Reinrich Heine prize. 
Singularly diffuse and uneven, it is 
at first glance all that a novel should 
not be, and yet there is in it a tre- 
mendous power. It is not a comfort- 
able book to read; it is disturbing, 
sad, and full of moral indignation. 
Which is, perhaps, considering its 
subject matter, as it should be. 

The Fishmans are Jews, poor Jews, 
persecuted Jews. Inhabiting a cor- 
ner of the old Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire, which among all the polyglot 
states of eastern Europe had the most 
enlightened policy toward its minori- 
ties, the Fishmans still found them- 
selves persecuted—vaguely enough, 
perhaps, but unmistakably. And so 
Yossel Fishman, gentle soul that he 
was, emigrated to America, where 
among the tailor shops and tenements 
of the East Side he dreamed of tak- 
ing his family away from the village 
of Strody. But then the world took 
fire. As it seems to the author, and 
as it has seemed to millions of vil- 
lagers then and now, “the world de- 
clared war on the village of Strody.” 
What follows is horrible, unthinkable 
but true. 

With all the genius for creating 
confusion that characterized all the 
warring nations—the Austrians, per- 
haps, in particular—the resources of 
government were bent to the object 
of hounding the Fishmans from pillar 
to post, of so shaping their miserable 
existence that they should welcome 
their final destiny without a whim- 
per. It is not pleasant reading; it 
leaves this business of war without 
a shred of dignity, or bravado. 
But that is perhaps, again, as it 
should be.

DESTINY IS A WOMAN, by Lee 
Brown. Egmont Press, New York. 
358 pp. $2.50. 

Mark Twain once said a man’s real 
life is led in his mind. Lee Brown 
in his new novel, “Destiny Is a 
Woman,” has undertaken the task of 
proving this statement. Page after 
page Mr. Brown has written expos- 
ing the intimacies of a man’s mind— 
this man, Jason Storm. 

Against a background of the adver- 
tising business Jason Storm leads a 
normal everyday life as the usual 
businessman does. Brown has not 
attempted a flowery, highly thrilling 
or excitable story—just the insight 
into the life of a contemporary man. 
But contrary to the usual story of 
facts and actions taking place he 
delves into the innermost thoughts 
of this “man we meet in real life.” 
We find his life is destined by woman 
—Iin this case, three women. His 
mother, his wife and the charming 
Saintie. Saintie herself is a. charac- 
ter you'd like to meet in real life 
and she possesses a personality which 
you would like to weave into your 
own. 

The underlying theme of the story 
is the interpretation of male and fe- 
male relationships. Saintie and Jason 
endeavor to build up an enduring 
friendship. From this and Saintie’s 
defiance of old-age has come this 
very frank and engrossingly interest- 
ing story.

THE ONLY WOMAN, by Marina 
Yurlova. Macaulay Company, New 
York. 288 pp. $2. 


The author of “Cossack Gir]” has 
continued in this book her autobiog- 
raphy, dealing now with her post-war 
experiences from the time she ar- 
rived in Vladivostok until she left 
Japan for the United States. 

Transferred from a military hospi- 
tal in Vladivostok, in which she was 
the only woman patient, the author 
relates her struggle for existence in 
the Island Empire. Mirrored through- 
out the book are the tragedies of her- 
self and other Russians uprooted by 
the revolution and cast unprepared 
into other countries to earn a living. 

Not too heavy, the book is an in- 
teresting volume for casual reading. 


Soviet Humorists. 


LITTLE GOLDEN AMERICA, by 
Ilya Ilf and Eugene Petrov. Farrar 
& Rinehart, Inc. New York. 387 
pp. $2.75: 


This reviewer has read the. orig- 
inal, written in Russian, under the 
title “Odnoetazhnaya Amerika,” and 
is happy to observe that the English 
translation by Charles Malamuth is 
par excellence. 

Indisputably, any book loses a 
modicum of its flavor and subtle nu- 
ance in translation, but Charles Mala- 
muth, happily, preserved all the fine 
humor, zest and idioms abound in 
the most recent work by the famous 
Soviet humorists—Ilf and Petrov. 

The authors came to the United 
States in the winter of 1935-1936, 
purchased a car and for two months 
traveled from one end of America to 
the other. They had gathered mate- 
rial for the book, which at present is 
one of the best sellers in Soviet 
Russia. 

“Little Golden Amalia besides 
being funny (leave it to Lif and 
Petrov to spread it on thick when the 
occasion requires) is tinged with 
sympathy and understanding. It was 
to be expected that the authors’ 
Soviet background, their breadth of 
vision and idealogy would violently 
clash with the reality of so different 
a land as the United States of 
America, 

Our mode of life, our ‘stereotyped 
pattern of thought, our sandardized 
spiritual and physical reactions have 
been a source of bewilderment and 
revelation to the Soviet co-authors. 
While they took special pains to 
pepper the American scene with their 
devastating satirical shots, the au- 
thors fairly gasped in admiration of 
our unequalled technical progress, 
our marvelous highways, our aston- 
ishing. mass production and the in- 
escapable power of suggestion—the 
advertising. 

“Little Golden America’”—an in- 
sipid and nonsensica] title for a fine 
book which should have been left 
unchanged from the original “Od- 
noetazhnaya Amerika” (“One-storied 
America’”’)—will delight the reader 
with its refreshing humct, clever ob- 
servations, breezy narrative and good 
sense.

But the author 
of “Graham of Claverhouse” knows 
how to invest her characters with the 
illusion of reality, and her prose car- 
ries a haunting beauty that does 
much to redeem defects of construc=- 
tion. “The Pointless Knife” is defi- 
nitely a romance and not a historical 
novel, but as such is decidedly worth 
reading,

Mrs. Caroline Bayard Colgate has 
made a valuable contribution to the 
work of crime prevention and cure, 
both by her work and by her writ- 
ing. She started in as an amateur, 
without training or experience and 
with no encouragement or sympathy 
from the Colgates. She wanted to 
work because work is both a pleas- 
ure and a necessity to her. As the 
wife of the president of Colgate & 
Company life offered unlimited op- 
portunity for friends, pleasure and 
social suctess. But her childhood 
with a father who labored to im- 
prove housing conditions for the 
poor, and a mother who supplied the 
women of that section with un- 
bleached muslin and red flannel with 
which to make themselves “good, 
warm” underwear, taught her that 
life held more for her than social 
success. It also held social service. 
She has a talent for making friends 
and she used it with delinquent boys, 
drunks, and prisoners, and also with 
judges and prison keepers.

August is one of the most impor- 
tant months of the summer for vege- 
table planting. There are some things 
that are universally’ planted, such as 
rutabaga and purple-top globe tur- 
nips, and seven-top turnips, for 
greens and collards, but there are a 
few other things that may be plant- 
ed that are sometimes overlooked and 
it is our purpose today to discuss 
two of these, 

Radish, 


Our old friend, the radish, is al- 
most universally planted during the 
spring for our spring and summer 
garden, but it is often overlooked for 
the late summer and fall gardens, 
Some of the varieties are particular- 
ly well adapted for fall use and bet- 
ter success will be had if these va- 
rieties are planted. These fall-plant- 
ed radishes are usually of even finer 
flavor and less likely to be pithy 
than the early varieties. 


The icicle is the only one of the 
early types that may be depended 
upon to last until hot weather ap- 

roaches, It retains its crisp quality 
Cae than the other early sorts, 
The summer radishes, however, will 
thrive and give fine big roots. dur- 
ing the hot, late summer weather of 
excellent quality to slice for salads. 
They may be sown now for a late 
summer crop and need the same rich 
soil and fast-growing medium to be 
at their finest. that the early sorts 
like. 

Another particularly fine variety 
for late-summer planting is the low 
white Vienna radish. The tops are 
usually of medium size. The roots 
are clear white, slender, smooth and 
average when mature six to seven 
inches in length by a half to three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter at 
the thickest part. The flesh is very 
crisp and brittle and of mild, sweet 
flavor. 

The regular winter radishes which 
may be planted now as well are 
growing in popularity as they are 
introduced into new communities. 
The California white radish is a fine, 
solid white radish, long, very large 
but tender. This is the variety that 
is grown so extensively by the Chi- 
nese gardeners throughout Cali- 
fornia and other parts of the west.

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WHAT TO PLANT IN AUGUST. 


VEGETABLE SEED: Plant a good 
complete fall garden. You may 
plant string beans, butterbeans, 
beets, carrots, squash, cucum- 
bers and garden peas. Sow cab- 
bage, collard and lettuce seeds 
in drills, to ‘be thinned later. 
Plant rutabagas and turnip seed 
for early use. 

VEGETABLE PLANTS: 
cabbage, 
plants. 

IRISH POTATOES: Plant fall po- 
tatoes just as soon as the ground 
can be prepared. Green Moun- 
tain and Lookout Mountain. 

PERENNIALS: All of the peren- 
nial flower and herb seeds may 
be planted for blooming: and 
maturing next spring. For strong 
plants that are easily trans- 
planted the seeds should be 
planted as soon as possible. 

LAWNS: Bermuda grass may be 
planted the earlier part of this 
month with excellent results as- 
sured. 

FLOWER SEEDS: The _  gquick- 
flowering annuals such as zin- 
nias, marigolds and _  petunias 
may be planted now and should 
bloom profusely before frost.

is the China rose. This is a rather 
blunt-shaped radish, usually about 


four inches long and two _ inches ° 


thick. The flesh of this radish is a 


“peautiful pure white and has a fine 


flavor. The favorite black-skinned 
radish is the black Spanish radish, 
which is almost round, very large, 
about three and a half inches thick. 
Swiss Chard—Fall Greens. 


Swiss chard is one of the foolproof 
vegetables, like spinach, in its cer- 
tainty to produce. Chard is the ideal 
greens for the small backyard gar- 
den because of the large output from 
small space. 

It is a beet that is so busy making 
tops that there is no time or energy 
left for making roots after the top 
is made. It is also of fair complexion, 


while the beet has its usualy ruddye 


one. The old-fashioned way of pick- 
ing the chard was to pull up the en- 
tire plant. This style is néw passe, 
since it has been discovered that the 
leaves may be cut with a= sharp 
knife and let the plant keep on pro- 
ducing, which it will very obliging- 
ly do. 

While chard is planted for the 
greens, the thick fleshy midribs and 
stems may be served separately cook- 
ed like asparagus. They have a very 
delicate flavor cooked this way. 

Although Swiss chard will grow 
under almost any circumstances, and 
in spite of the grossest neglect, for 
real good results a little special care 
will be fully repaid. For really ten- 
der greens it should be grown fast. 
To do this it is only necessary that 
it be planted in fairly rich loamy 
soil that has been prepared deeply. 
Work a little high-grade fertilizer 
into the row at the time the seeds 
are planted. After the chard has 
reached a height of some three or 
four inches another side-dressing of 
this same fertilizer should be applied. 
This fertilizer should be applied each 
time that a cutting is made, this ex- 
tra food at that time is to help na- 
ture to heal the wound and promote 
a little new growth. 

Turnips. 

Here in the south the most impor- 
tant of all vegetables planted in the 
fall garden is the lowly turnip which 
serves a double need, that of sup- 
plying boiled turnips for the table as 
well as turnip greens for the vita- 
mins. 

The first turnips that should be 
planted is the rutabaga, but unfor- 
tunately there is a new rutabaga 
particularly suited to planting in our 
Atlanta area known as the improved 
neckless rutabaga. Not only does 
this new variety of rutabagas have 
practically none of the objeetionable 
neck that the former American ruta- 
baga had, but in addition it will ma- 
lure a great deal earlier than any 
other rutabaga offered. 

Of course the most popular of all 
varieties is the purple-top globe, 
which is a splendid fall turnip that 
will give you both turnips and greens 
while our old standard seven-up va- 
riety is the finest greens variety, al- 
though it will not make a root.

WHAT TO DO IN AUGUST. 


LAWNS: Mow the lawns each 
week. By promoting stooling and 
root growth by this mowing, the 
lawn is better able to withstand 
the summer drouths. Constant 
feeding is also necessary. For 
this purpose try a monthly ap- 
plication of some good commer- 
cial fertilizer or sheep manure 
followed by a thorough two- 
hour soaking. Patch the bare 
spots with a handful of seed and 
a bit of fertilizer, both raked in 
lightly and soaked. 

BUGS: During the month of Au- 
gust the bugs usually celebrate 
with family reunions and it 
gives us an opportunity for 
wholesale slaughter. The bugs 
that chew the plant, such as 
bean beetles, may be killed by 
the use of pyrethrum sprays or 
the arsenical poisons, The suck- 
ing insects, plant lice, aphis and 
flies may be killed by spraying 
with nicotine sulphate or pyre- 
thrum. For mildrews, blights 
spots, the use of Bordeaux or 
Massey dust will be effective. 

PRUNING: It. is also time to cut 
out dead wood from the shrub- 
bery and roses, 


the tops grow. It is also a splendid 
variety for planting in the fall; has 
a pure write globe-shaped turnip 
that is just as good or better than 
the standard purple-top globe va- 
riety. 

Beets. 

Another fine vegetable for the fall 
garden is beets, and a garden au- 
thority has declared the beet the 
ideal vegetable for there is no waste. 
You can eat it and eat it all, roots 
and tops. We said YOU can eat it— 
we don’t like the tops ourselves, 
Many people do, however, and it is 
supposed to be a very healthful 
vegetable. The half-grown beet root 
is a real table delicacy and when 
picked from the garden and carried 
direct to the kitchen, none of its 
sweetness is lost. , 

Onions. 

Just a reminder that both Eschal- 
lottes and multiplier onion sets may 
be planted during August. The other 
onions may be planted during Sep- 
tember, such as yellow danvers, sil- 
ver skin and red wethersfield. Now 
is a good time to start Bermuda on- 
ions from seed.

Questions, Answers 


On Garden Subjects 


By MRS. FLETCHER PEARSON CROWN 


Question: I have lost my beautiful 
Ramona clematis from a borer. The 
vine was filled with buds, then sud- 
denly wilted. Examination showed 
borers in the stem just above the 
ground. What can be done? 


Answer: Borers are always diffie 
cult to control. We know about them 
usually too late, as in your case. Our 
best efforts should be to prevent 
them. The clematis borer, according 
to Seymour’s encyclopedia, “is a 
white, brown-headed grub about 
two-thirds of an inch long that in- 
fests roots, and crowns, sometimes 
hollowing out the bases of stems. The 
adult is a clear-winged moth, the 
fore wings blackish or violet, the 
hind wings transparent with dark 
margins. Moths emerge from June 
to August and lay eggs, the resulting 
Jarvae wintering in the roots. Cut 
out the borers and destroy the in- 
fested plants.” 

The above fails to tell the very 
thing that we wish to know, how to 
prevent. Borers get into peach trees 
just above the ground and we use 
crystals of paradiclorobenzene in a 
ring on the ground around the tree. 
Try this. And we work tobacco dust 
into the ground around columbine to 
keep out the leaf miner, a*similar 
trouble. I think that now is the time 
to get the paradiclorobenzene on the 
ground. 


Question: Why do I fail with 
blue-flax? 
Answer: If I could answer ‘that, 


then maybe I, too, could grow it suc- 
cessfully. Two things I know, it 
needs full sun and perfect drainage. 
I am sure the later has been my 
trouble, so now I have a place where 
I expect it to grow. You might try 
‘a little lime in your soil. I think it 
will help. None of the books tell 
anything further about the: culture 
of this plant. 

So many of you gardeners have 
seen and desired the beauty of that 
lovely new perennial, nirrembergia 
gracilis. I planted a few seed in 
April and now have some blossoms. 
Many of you saw beautiful speci- 
mens of this plant at the flower 
show. It is not difficult to grow 
from seed.

Five defense witnesses testified 
about the course of the bullet, It 
had pierced Betty’s body and gone 
through the headboard of the bed, 
Retracing its course through the bul- 
let holes, the defense argued, it would 
be found to start at a point, 18 inches 
from the foot of the bed — thus 
bolstering the suicide theory. 

Two young Pekin physicians testi- 
fied that Betty would not have col- 
lapsed immediately after being shot. 
They declared she could have moved, 
One even said she might have walk- 
ed. If collapse was delayed, sfe 
could have tossed the gun back into 
the niche. (Why she should have 
bothered to do this wasn't explained.) 

As its final move, the defense

With its most potent weapon ban- 
ned, Crabb’s attorneys hastily closed 
his case, ending with a flock of 
character witnesses. In their closing 
argument, they argued that the death 
must have been suicide—that nothing 
else was possible—but that the state 
at best had proved nothing beyond 
a case of accident. 

They pooh-poohed it, the confes- 
sion, as being sketchy, cursory and 
flimsy. “The only thing he said in 
it,” Powers cried, “is that his wife 
srabbed the gun. What does it bring 
forth? That his wife grabbed the 
gun!” 

Prosecutor Cassidy, after sum- 
marizing the state’s case, attacked the 
suicide theory as contrary to natural 
and moral laws in that James’ first 
impulse would have been to look for 
the gun and help his wife. 

“But when the police came up, two 
minutes. after the shot, everything 
was quiet—quiet as the tomb,” he 
declared. “Does that comport with 
suicide?” 

The jury debated 33 hours, 
could reach no agreement. They 
completely discounted the suicide 
theory, they admitted after their dis- 
charge On June 17. The issue they 
said, had narrowed down to the 
question of whether it was man-

And the defendant? He issued a 
typed statement: 

“The verdict certainly shows I am 
innocent. I loved Betty. I would not 
have hurt her for anything in the 
world.” :
